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Mayor Castaldi Resigns City Post 
To Take County Council Position

Greenbelt’s popular young 
mayor, Richard J. Castaldi, 
resigned his position at the 
city council meeting on No¬ 
vember 22 preparatory to as¬ 
suming his elected office as 
County Council member 
from the 4th district. The 
resignation is effective at 
noon on December 6 when 
the new county council will 
be sworn in. 

In an emotional speech, Cas¬ 
taldi thanked his fellow coun- 
cilmen, the city staff and the 
people of Greenbelt for their 
“help, guidance and support” and 
said that “leaving Greenbelt is 
the hard part” of his new job. 
The other council members were 
obviously sincere in their praise 
of Castaldi and his long service 
to the Greenbelt community. 

Councilman Richard Pilski 
summed up the general feeling 
of good wishes when he said he 
was “proud of Richard — he ac¬ 
cepted a challenge when many 
felt it was impossible” (for a 
Greenbelter to win the county 
council seat). Pilski went on 
to praise Castaldi’s experience, 
his willingness to “learn anfi 
listen” and predicted that he will 
serve the people of Prince Ge¬ 
orges County well. In the end, 
the council passed a motion, for¬ 
mulated by Councilman Edward 
V. J. Putens, to accept “reluct¬ 
antly” the mayor's resignation. 

When Castaldi's resignation 
becomes effective, Mayor pro 
tern Gil Weidenfeld will become 
mayor as provided in the city 
charter and the resulting vacan- 

Castaldi to Be Sworn 
Into Office Monday 

Richard Castaldi will be among 
the newly elected members of 
the Prince Georges County Coun¬ 
cil who, along with County Ex¬ 
ecutive Parris Glendening, will 
be sworn into office on Monday, 
December 6, at 11:30 a.m. Weath¬ 
er permitting, the ceremony will 
be held out of doors at the rear 
of the County Administration 
Building, Upper Marlboro. An 
open house will follow (1:30- 
3 p.m.) in the executive's fifth 
floor suite. The public is invited 
to both functions.

cy on the council will be filled 
by appointment by the four re¬ 
maining councilmen from among 
residents who express an inter¬ 
est in the position, 

Castaldi’s resignation came at 
the end of a long meeting dur¬ 
ing which the council dealt with, 
among other things, the prospect 
of the sale of two parcels of 
the Beltsville Agricultural Re¬ 
search Center (BARC) by the 
U.S. Government. These parcels, 
although they are intended for 
future use by BARC, are at pre 
sent underutilized. Thereafter, 
under present criteria the lan^ 
must be disposed of at fair mar¬ 
ket value. 

Councilman Thomas X. White 
forcefully expressed the opinion 
that the prospect of this land 
being sold is an urgent problem 
and asked that every effort be 
made to find out whether an' 
state or local agency had re¬ 
ceived notice that the land is 
surplus. City Manager Jame« 
K. Giese agreed to undertake t^ 
find out whether any such noti¬ 
fication has been received by 
other governmental units. 

Council also voted to write a 
letter to Congressional represen¬ 
tatives in an effort to change 
the criteria by which lands des 
ignated for future use must be 
sold. The letter to the Congress 
will point out that such criteria 
cannot be considered sound fiscal 
policy since replacement land 
will persumably have to be pur¬ 
chased later to meet future re¬ 
quirements. 

Council also took up a request 
for additional administrative 
leave made by Sgt, Kenneth L. 
Stair of the Greenbelt Police 
Department. In 1975, Sgt. Stair 
injured his hand while on duty. 
The injury has recently required 
corrective surgery making it im¬ 
possible for him to perform his 
duties until around the first of 
the year. His workmen's comp¬ 
ensation payments, based on the 
amounts being paid when the in¬ 
jury occurred, are inadequate by 
1933 standards. 

Sgt. Stair, who had already 
received 30 days of administra¬ 
tive leave, applied for an addi¬ 
tional 60 days to carry him 
through the prospective end of 
the therapy. 

Council adjourned to a brief 
executive session to deal with 
this matter in the privacy usu¬ 
ally accorded personnel matters. 
They later returned to the meet¬ 
ing having decided that the city 
manager would grant Stair an¬ 
other 20 days of administrative 
leave and council would grant 
another 10 days — a total of 
30 days retroactive to the date 
when the previous leave had run 
out. This adjustment would thus 
restore the sick leave which 
Stair had been forced to use. 

Council also briefly considered 
a letter from Coakley and Willi¬ 
ams, developers of the Mary¬ 
land Trade Center Park, contain¬ 
ing a request that the city par¬ 
ticipate in financing certain off¬ 
site development costs by a bond 


issue. The bonds would be re¬ 
paid bv taxes from a special as¬ 
sessment district. The develop¬ 
er uie ttSK.ng that bonds in the 
amount of about $870,000 be 
issued, although that figure may 
be revised downward. Council 
accepted the letter, deferring 
consideration of the request to 
a work session. 

Bus Route in Greenway 
At the instigation of White, 
council agreed to contact the 
Prince Georges County Depart¬ 
ment of Transportation to deter¬ 
mine if it is feasible for Metro 
buses to go at least part of the 
way into Greenway Shopping 
Center. Until recently, the Met-

GHI Board Votes to Maintain 
Heat, Hot Water Systems 

by Mary Lou Williamson 

After a year and a half of uncertainty, the Greenbelt 
Homes Board of Directors decided, at their regular meeting 
on November 18, the corporation will continue its policy of 
maintaining the heat and hot water systems of almost all 
of its 1600 member-owners. Special provision will be made 
for the handful of non-standard systems. 


With the heads of both board 
and management, James W, 
Smith and Tim Mitter, out of 
town, their roles fell to vice pre¬ 
sident Margaret Hogensen and 
assistant manager Shekar Nara- 
simhan, in each case for the first 
time. 

Proposed policy 

In the plan proposed by man¬ 
agement, all standard heating 
and hot water systems would be 
maintained by the corporation 
with members paying a standard 
maintenance fee. This plan in¬ 
cludes those 30 to 40 units which 
were converted to electric base¬ 
board heat by individuals ahead 
of the rehab program. For the

management proposed that the 
owner pay (1) the regular main¬ 
tenance fee to cover emergency 
care and related plumbing and 
electrical work; (2) a sur¬ 
charge, estimated at $10 per 
month, to cover routine mainte¬ 
nance plus minor parts replace¬ 
ment; and (3) a contribution to 
reserves for major parts and 
eventual system replacement. 
The contribution, staff suggest¬ 
ed, could ^ equal the amount oth¬ 
ers are paying for their heat 
conversion under rehab, Phase II. 
If a member chose not to con¬ 
tract with GHI for (2) and (3), 
they would have to show evidence 
of a similar service contract with 
an outside company, manage¬ 
ment proposed. 

A similar system of charges 
for maintenance has already been 
established with the owners of 
three prefab units on Woodland 
Way that are keeping their in¬ 
dividual oil furnaces. 

Board member Mark Dom- 
browski, one of the 11 non¬ 
standard system owners, pointed 
out that under the proposal he 
would have to chose between two 
options for a service contract, 
no such requirement was made 
when he received permission 
from the board to install his 
system. 

Management's concern, said 
Narasimhan, is that “nobody is 
left out (of maintenance), if 
they want to be in.” 

“What you're doing,” said 
member Nat Shinderman, “is 
forcing a member to get a con¬ 
tract either through GHI or a 
private contractor.” Only a few

of the 11 signed codicils relieving 
the corporation of responsibility 
for maintaining the heating sys¬ 
tem. 

Board member Janet Cantwell 
found the policy “inconsistent 
and unfair. I am against the 
proposal.” She wondered why 
“all of a sudden now we need 
(the corporation) to maintain 
the units.” Originally, she said, 
members who asked for non¬ 
standard systems were told they 
would have to maintain them. 
Joe Comproni agreed: “Members 
who applied for exceptions said 
they were ready, willing and 
able to provide maintenance.” 

While Joe Jenkins agreed with 
Cantwell's point, he was concern¬ 
ed: “If a unit owner doesn’t care 
for his system and damage re¬

suits, members would be on the 
hook. We have to ensure that 
these systems are maintained.” 

Shinderman again cautioned 
the board to “encourage” rather 
than “require” service contracts. 

“You wanted a comprehensive 
program that doesn't leave any¬ 
body out,” said Gary Morning- 
star, chief administrative officer, 
“We've got to go one way or the 
other.” 

“You can’t force them,” in¬ 
sisted Shinderman. 

“It would not be a compulsory 
system,” said Narasimhan in 
search of a compromise. “The 
corporation does have ultimate 
responsibility.” 

“Ask these people what they 
want,” offered a dubious Frank 
Gervasi. “I don't see how the 
thing would pay for itself at $10 
a month. I don't see it working,” 

“Legally, it is our responsi¬ 
bility,” Narasimhan drew the line 
more clearly. “If a non-standard 
hot water tank does not work 
and the member calls the county, 
it is GHI, not the member, who 
will be cited.” 

Inquiry was then made of the 
other board member who has a 
nonstandard system. 

“I am not interested in paying 
the $10 per month fee,” said 
John Lewis, “It is too onerous.” 

Don McGinn, comptroller, of¬ 
fered an alternate idea. If a ma¬ 
jor expense were needed, the cor¬ 
poration could go ahead and pay 
the cost and then be reimbursed 
by the member, if necessary over 
a period of time, with interest, 
in effect a loan. 

On Gervasi's motion, the board 
directed management to develop 
a plan that would be guaranteed 
to pay its way for routine main¬ 
tenance and would make clear 
a member's responsibility in case 
of major expense. The vote was 
unanimous with the exception of

John Lewis, who abstained. 

Don Volk pointed out that the 
board had spent considerable 
time on the sticky issue of non¬ 
standard systems, but had left 
out the other 1589 units. His 
motion, calling for the corpora¬ 
tion to “assume responsibility 
for maintaining the standard 
heat and hot water system,” was 
unanimously adopted. 

Wayne Williams, in another 
motion, called for GHI to inspect 
each of the 11 non-standard sys¬ 
tems “once a year.” Gervasi 
questioned the need. But staff 
architect, Stan Sersen, replied, 
“in a couple of systems, safety 
is a question.” 

“Are we liable if we inspect?” 
Audit Committee member Kath¬ 
erine Keene wanted to know. No, 
she was told by management. 

The cost would be covered un¬ 
der the base maintenance fee 
that all II will pay. 

The motion was approved. Vot¬ 
ing in favor were Williams, Volk, 
and Gervasi; Jenkins and Cant¬ 
well voted no; Lewis and Dom- 
browski abstained. 

Window maintenance 

Exhausted by the preceding 
discussion, the board took 1 itt 1 e 
time with windows. Management 
proposed the corporation handle 
maintenance of the standard win¬ 
dows, as with the standard heat, 
to be paid by a regular mainte¬ 
nance fee. In the case of non¬ 
standard windows, maintenance 
would be on a charge basis. 
Cantwell and Jenkins again op¬ 
posed the concept. “Stay away 
from maintenance of non-stand¬ 
ard windows,” said Jenkins. 
However, there was little agree¬ 
ment on the direction the board 
should take. Unanswered ques¬ 
tions included: what responsibil¬ 
ity does the corporation have for 
encouraging masonry homeown¬ 
ers to go ahead with new win¬ 
dows on their own ? Should non- 
standard winndow owners pay the 
regular maintenance fee as the 
heat system owners are required 
to do? Should owners who kept 
their original casement windows 
be treated the same as those 
who have new windows? In the 
end the board asked manage¬ 
ment to do more research and 
come back with a review of re¬ 
cent window policies and a new 
proposal for maintenance policy.

ro buses made a circuit ino the 
shopping center; now they dis¬ 
charge passengers at the en¬ 
trance to the shopping center 
and Greenbelt Road, a danger¬ 
ous area where traffic is very 
heavy. 

There was some discussion a- 
bout the merchants 1 interest in 
keeping the bus route into the 
shopping center in view of the 
deterioration of roadways in the 
shopping center and the possi¬ 
bility that the buses contribute 
to this damage. According to 
Giese, there are no county stan¬ 
dards for construction of pri¬ 
vate parking lots — which is 
what Greenway is — so that the 
construction was not necessarily 
designed to accommodate vehic¬ 
les as heavy as buses. 

Public Access to Cable TV 

Turning to the matter of a 
nonprofit community access cor¬ 
poration for cable TV, council 
considered a detailed staff report 
recommending that this corpor¬ 
ation should be separate from 
the city government and that it 
be established in a manner sim¬ 
ilar to that being followed by 
Prince Georges County. The 
County has created a citizens' 
committee to set up the nonpro¬ 
fit corporation. 

The whole subject of commun¬ 
ity access TV will be discussed 
at a council work session on De¬ 
cember 7. 

Other matters scheduled for 
this work session include the re¬ 
quest from Coakley and Willi¬ 
ams, the legislative agenda of 
the city for the next session of 
the Maryland legislature, to be 
discussed with area representa¬ 
tives and the resolution govern¬ 
ing the granting of administra¬ 
tive leave to city employees. 

Council also accepted the res¬ 
ignation of Betty Moore, who 
resigned from the position of 
chairman of the Board of Elec¬ 
tions. In addition to this vacan¬ 
cy, vacancies also exist on the 
Crime Prevention Committee, the 
Park and Recreation Advisory 
Board and the Community Rela¬ 
tions Advisory Board.

Unexpected Rebate for GHI Members 


by Mary Lou Williamson 

One more energy rebate 
than expected will be paid 
to members of Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc M probably in 
March. This good news was 
one outcome of the GHI 
board meeting on October 
28. Wind-up of rehab, fur¬ 
ther winterization needs and 
larger homes equity also 
provided lively discussion 
and a few skirmishes. 

(Director Joe Jenkins was ab¬ 
sent because of illness.) 

An approximate $70,000 more 
than needed was collected from 
members for energy (fuel oil and 
energy rebates) during 1982, and 
is proposed to be returned to the 
members it was collected from. 
Management feels the checks to 
members, to be sent probably in 
March after the year-end audit 
is completed, will help pay Feb¬ 
ruary electric bills — the month 
in which members will be hardest 
hit paying for their new electric 
heat. Arguments against the pay¬ 
back garnered no support. Even 
comptroller Don McGinn agreed. 
“I am usually not in favor of 
giving money back/’ he said. “But 
in this case l by returning the 
funds to those who actually con¬ 
tributed them) everyone is treat¬ 
ed the same.” Those members 
who had converted to electric 
heat ahead of Phase II had not 
contributed this year toward fuel 
costs. 

Larger Homes Equity 

Gill owns a portion of each of 
its 29 larger homes. At present, 
following the recommendation of 
the Finance Committee, owners 
of these homes are being encour¬ 
aged to purchase GUI's equity. 
The process would requiie a cur¬ 
rent appraisal (cost to be shared 
by GHI if the member agrees to 
buy the equity within fiC days), 
If the member is interested, the 
corporation would finance the 
sale. The committee suggested 
the following guidelines; (1) 
time of repayment not to exceed 
10 years, (2) financing due in full 
at time of resale, (3) interest 
rate to be set at 1G above GUI’s 
borrowing costs from commercial 
sources at the time of equity sale 
transaction. 

The board accepted the recom¬ 
mendations with a few changes. 
The 10-year time limit, they felt, 
should be suggested but not re¬ 
quired. The interest rate, the 
board decided, would have to be 
more attractive in order to en¬ 
courage the member to buy the 
plan. Since the transaction is a 
paper one for GHI, 10G interest 
would be better than nothing. 
Rehab Wind-up 

Inspectors have been checking 
over completed rehab work, in¬ 


eluding those units done individ¬ 
ually. Apparently standards have 
tightened up with experience and 
now some of the early units done 
by individuals lack certain de¬ 
tails, 

Sharon Alfaro, whose entire 
row converted to electric heat 
prior to the start of rehab, ap¬ 
peared before the board to ques¬ 
tion a notice she had just receiv¬ 
ed. The notice was a “list of 
things I must do to comply” with 
present standards, she said. An 
inspection had been made on Oc¬ 
tober 8, according to the notice 
which she received on October 25. 
The compliance date was Nov. 1. 

When work on her house was 
completed, she told the board, 
GHI had inspected the work and 
approved payment to the con¬ 
tractor. The letter, signed by 
GHI staff architect Stan Sersen, 
stated the work was 109% com¬ 
plete. 

Management reported that all 
units for which they had keys re¬ 
ceived the same inspection, “as 
if the work were done under 
Phase II.” The purpose was to 
discover problems. For example, 
where 3 / 4 inch insulation on pipes 
in crawl space beneath the build¬ 
ing was considered satisfactory 
when Alfaro’s work was done, 
under Phase II the requirement 
was upped to one inch. Similarly, 
a “union” between the hot water 
tank and the pipe leading to it 
and an overflow pan underneath 
the tank in certain circumstances 
were not written into early specs, 
while under phase II they were 
required. 

President Jim Smith explained 
the corporation’s responsibility. 
We need to know what will be 
required for maintenance of the 
different systems, he said. Fur¬ 
thermore, future disclosure will 
he necessary for new members 
purchasing a unit not done un¬ 
der rehab. Some deficiencies will 
have to be corrected now, he 
said; others can wait. 

“GHI must assume responsi¬ 
bility if it okays the work done,” 
warned Nat Shinderman, in sup¬ 
port of the Alfaros. “Those mem¬ 
bers should not be required now 
to do further work.” 

GHI wrote the specs, Alfaro 
reminded the board. “The con¬ 
tract was between GHI and the 
contractor. I operated in good 
faith.” 

The discussion got down to 
specifics: 

“Was there a union?” a board 
member asked, referring to the 
water tank connection, 

“No,” said management, 

“How much would it cost to 
install now?” 

“$ 20 .” 

“It would be dumb to do it

now. The point of the union is 
an easy disconnect from pipes if 
the tank should fail and need to 
be replaced.” 

“Throughout the work on those 
early units, GHI was learning 
something,” said Wayne Wil¬ 
liams. 

“Good point,” acknowledged 
Mitter. Smith agreed there was 
“some corporate responsibility.” 

“Insulation, especially where 
there is none now,” headed the 
list of things that need to be 
done now, said Mitter, “also 
grounded electrical circuits. Oth¬ 
er items are relatively minor.” 

“The deadline troubles me,” 
said Margaret Hogensen. “These 
people ought to be told this is 
going to be reconsidered,” She 
chided management for putting 
out a letter saying certain things 
needed to be done. “Now we’re 
going to have to say they don’t.” 

GHIDC director Gary Morn- 
ingstar took blame for the letter 
and its contents, pointing out the 
need for immediate attention. 

“Management’s concern,” ex¬ 
plained Sersen, “is that it would 
be more cost effective to take 
care of these relatively minor 
problems while contractors are 
still here.”
